Chairman Edgar H. Hunter then took charge of 
the meeting. The Chairman explained to the Delega- 
tion the reason for calling this meeting and outlined 
the financial situation as it is at the present time in - 
Grafton County and he also outlined the program of 
this meeting. Inquiries were made by Mr. Isaac H. 
Sanborn of Enfield, N. H., and Mr. Olin N. Renfrew of 
Orford, N. H., concerning the financial situation in the 
County. Mr. Pushee made a few brief remarks on 
behalf of the Commissioners. There were further re- 
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marks made by Mr. Lytle of Littleton, N. H., Mr. 
Stearns and Mr. Ross of Lebanon, N. H., with reference 
to the care of the poor. 


Mr. Hunter introduced Mr. James M. Langley of 
Concord, N. H., Chairman of the State Unemployment 
Committee, who spoke on the unemployment condi- 
tions in New Hampshire and the various counties 
throughout the State, especially Grafton County. He 
gave us some valuable statistics as to the situation in 
this County and drew some comparisons with previous 
years. On motion duly made by Mr. Blandin of Bath, 
N. H., duly seconded, it was voted that the convention 
express their appreciation to Mr. Langley for his able 
address. , 


Remarks were made by Mr. Ross of Lebanon, and 
Mr. Blandin of Bath. On motion which was made by 
Mr. Blandin and duly seconded, it was voted that a 
committee of three, to be known as.a Finance Com- 
mittee, be appointed by acclamation to investigate the 
loans that are made and to be made, and to report to 
some future meeting. The following were nominated 
for. this Committee:

The nominations were closed. On motion made 
and duly seconded it was voted that the Clerk be in- 
structed to cast one ballot for the following, Mr. Hun- 
ter, Mr. Huckins and Mr. Blandin as members of the 
Finance Committee.

It was voted that the Farm Committee be invited 
to be present at this meeting. 


The Chairman outlined to the Delegation the re- 
port of Clarence Drayton and the results of the meet- 
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ings with the Commissioners and the Executive Com- 
mitttee. 


Mr. Austin, Chairman of the Farm Committee 
gave his report. Further remarks were made by Mr. 
White of the Farm Committee. 


Upon Roll Call, the following members were pres- 
ent; Plummer of Alexandria, Long of Bethlehem, Web- 
ster of Canaan, Sanborn of Enfield, Gage of Grafton, 
Guyer and Hunter of Hanover, Brunelle of Haverhill, 
Chandler of Landaff, Briggs, Drake, Eaton, Ross and 
Stearns all of Lebanon, Burtt of Lincoln, Lyster, Lytle 
and Simpson all of Littleton, Burgault of Lyman, Per- 
kins of Lyme, Frazer of Monroe, Kastman of Orange, 
Renfrew of Orford, Metcalf of Piermont, Wakefield of 
Plymouth, Little of Warren and Keniston of Wood- 
stock. 


The following motion was made by Mr. Brunelle 
of Haverhill, who moved that it be referred to the 
Farm Committee. 


“That this Convention goes on record as favoring 
a Boss Farmer with full charge of the farm reporting 
to the Commissioners with one assistant and that the 
House of Correction men not be allowed to do any milk- 
ing; and that the Superintendent’s duties be that of 
the Home and House of Correction and Jailer.” 


The motion seconded. It was voted to refer this 
to the Farm Committee. 


‘General Discussion. 


On motion by Mr. Renfrew of Orford, that the sum 
of thirty thousand dollars ($80,000.00) be appropri- 
ated for County purposes for the year 1932 in addi- 
tion to the sum of one hundred forty thousand seven 
hundred dollars ($140,700.00) already voted for 
County purposes for the year 1982. Motion duly 
seconded. Dr. Drake of Lebanon, moved to amend 
said motion making the sum to be appropriated eight 
thousand ($8,000.00) dollars instead of thirty thous- 
and ($30,000.00) dollars. Motion seconded. 


General Discussion. 
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At the request of Chairman E. H. Hunter, Robert 
G. Wakefield took the Chair. There was a discussion 
by E. H. Hunter on the motion. E. H. Hunter resumed 
the chair. The question being on the amendment of 
Dr. Drake of Lebanon. On a viva voce vote the negative 
prevailed and the amendment was lost. Question on 
the original motion. Vote in the affirmative and mo- 
tion passed. 


RECESS declared until 2 P. M. 
Meeting resumed at 2 P. M. 


General discussion. Remarks by the County Com- 
missioners. Mr. Austin was given unanimous consent 
to address the Delegation. 


Discussion. 


Mr. Frazer of Monroe moved that the Executive 
Committee continue to act. Motion duly seconded. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


It was voted the sense of this meeting that the 
Chairman arrange a voluntary meeting to be held some 
time in the Fall of 1932. 

Voted to adjourn at the call of the Chair.

Commissioners’ Report 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 

Your Commissioners herewith present their re- 
port, together with the report of the Treasurer, Audi- 
tors, Superintendent, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Chaplain, Physician and Farm Bureau. 

During the 1931 session of the General Court of 
New Hampshire the following act was passed: 

An act providing for assistance to aged and de- 
pendent persons as follows: 

For the more humane care and relief of aged and 
dependent persons a system of assistance is hereby 
established. Such assistance shali be administered in 
each county by the county commissioners and the cost 
of such assistance, together with the expense occa- 
sioned thereby, shall in the first instance be paid by the 
county; but the county shall be reimbursed by each 
city or town legally chargeable for such assistance 
rendered, together with the expense occasioned there- 
by. 

This act became effective September 1, 1931, and 
has been granted nine persons up to December 31, 
TOs 

It was stated in the last report that, due to the 
depression, aid required during the present year has 
exceeded all records. At this time we were of the 
opinion that the peak had been reached but 1932 has 
far exceeded 1931 and at the present time it looks as 
if 1933 would materially increase over 1932, particu- 
larly for taking care of poor not on the farm which is 
where most of the increase has been for the last two 
years. On January 19, 1932, the Commissioners called 
a special meeting of the delegation and at an adjourned 
meeting April 8 an additional $30,000 was appropri- 
ated. The County has also received $25,000 of R.S. F. 
C. money through the State of New Hampshire, prac- 
tically all of which was spent on the care of poor not 
on the farm. 
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The number taken care of at the farm exceeded 
1931 by 797 weeks. The per capita cost per week 
of all inmates, but excluding boarders, employees 
and guests was $4.997. This should not be con- 
fused with the 1931 price of $8.26 plus per week as it 
is arrived at by another method. It should also be 
kept in mind when comparing the 1932 costs per week 
with other counties that all hospital, and burial ex- 
penses are included and there was a daily average of 
28 in the hospital including 22 births, and 56 opera- 
tions. There were also 36 deaths of which 15 were 
buried by the County. The larger number of inmates 
has a great bearing on the low cost per capita. It also 
goes to show that the new building is showing a great 
saving. 

The County was provided with a trained so- 
cial worker, Mrs. Carrol Powers, at the expense of 
the State from June 1 to December 31. Mrs. Powers 
has gotten together many records of people that have 
been helped by the County but, up to the present time, 
the Commissioners fail to see where the County would 
be justified in spending the sum necessary to continue 
this work. 

The Farm Committee has made an extensive study 
of the farm and its report is made a part of this report. 

The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks 
to Mr. and Mrs. J. Earl Andrews for the faithful and 
efficient manner in which they performed their duties 
as Superintendent and Matron of the County Farm. 

The Commissioners further wish to extend their 
thanks to the’various county and town officers and all 
others for their assistance in carrying on the work of 
the County. 

The Commissioners extend to the people of Graf- 
ton County and the public in general a hearty and sin- 
cere invitation to visit and inspect the Grafton County 
Farm. The former are especially urged to do so, as it 
is their farm and an institution in which they alone 
should be interested.

Selectmen of ‘Town 
and Overseers of the Poor 


Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 1908: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding his 
death shall be entitled to recover from the estate of 
such persons the sum or sums paid out for such assist- 
ance, the said claim to be a preferred claim against his 
said estate after payment of funeral charges, expense 
of last sickness and expenses of administration, pro- 
vided he leaves no widow or minor children living at 
his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless he, or the person under 
whom he derives his settlement, shall have wholly 
gained a settlement therein during the ten years pre- 
ceding the last date of application for support provided 
that no person having a settlement in any town in this 
state upon arriving at the age of seventy years shall 
lose that settlement on account of being exempt by 
law from paying a poll tax, if he resides in said town.” 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110, Following 
SECTION 6 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect 
the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious 
disease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist 
such person or family while in quarantine in such

manner as in the judgment of the board may be 
deemed wise and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board may determine, shall be 
deemed a legitimate expenditure for the protection of 
the public health and shall be charged to the account 
of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper 
account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quaran- 
tined and assisted unless such person or persons are 
already paupers as defined by the Public Statutes.

Physician's. Report 


To the Honorable Commissioners of Grafton County: 
Gentlemen :— 


I herewith submit my report of the clinical affairs 
of the hospital for the year ending December 31, 1932. 
Under the management of Superintendent and 
Mrs. Andrews, the hospital has completed a successful 
year. There are now three graduate nurses regularly 
employed: 
Miss Brightman, our head nurse 
Miss Pushee 
Mrs. Foote 


Three harder working and more conscientious 
nurses would be hard to find. 


Mr. Chamberlain, himself not a graduate nurse, is 
our orderly. He looks after the men in the hospital 
and by his continued kindness to them has rendered 
valuable service. Mrs. West, though not a trained 
nurse, is constantly employed and her duties are to act 
as orderly for the women patients. 

While many of the cases admitted have been 
chronic and well advanced in years, there has also been 
an increasing number of acute cases. 

When there has been room in the hospital, some 
few private patients have been allowed to enjoy the 
advantages of this new modern hospital. Others 
would have been glad to enter if there had been room. 
But it has not been the policy of the Commissioners to 
allow this hospital to run opposition to the local 
hospital. 

With its modern equipment the hospital now 
serves both medical and surgical cases as well as can 
be found in any like institution. The operating room 
is quite well equipped for major surgery. A new and 
larger autoclave has been installed. 

The X-ray equipment provided by the county dele- 
gation has proved of signal service and also a profitable 
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investment for the County. We are particularly for- 
tunate that Miss Pushee, one of our regular nurses is 
also a trained roentgenologist, and can run the X-ray 
machine with excellent result. 

During the past year the hospital has been of 
more service to the County than ever before and its 
usefulness is steadily increasing. 

Besides those in the hospital many patients have 
been attended in the almshouse, jail and house of cor- 
rection. The hospital is always ready to receive emer- 
gency cases, but before they are sent in, one of the 
Commissioners should be consulted, whenever possible. 

Your hospital has but one aim—to serve. Not to 
make money but to save money for the County in car- 
ing for its sick indigent citizens and it is now doing 
just that. I firmly believe that a critical and intensive 
investigation as to cost per patient would prove very 
satisfactory reading to the taxpayers of Grafton 
County. 

I would gratefully acknowledge the council of the 
Commissioners, the co-operation of the management, 
and the assistance of all connected with the Institution.

Grafton County Farm Committee 


This committee, to study the operations of the 
farm of Grafton County for the year of 1932 with the 
purpose of determining the value of the farm to Graf- 
ton County, was appointed by the Chairman of the 1931 
County Delegation, by authority of a vote in Conven- 
tion at Concord, New Hampshire, on March 12, 1931, 
and had its first meeting at the farm on February 16, 
1932, with the Executive Committee of the 1931 
County Delegation and the County Commissioners. 

The first step was the separation of the affairs of 
the farm from the institution and the establishment of 
an adequate standard but simple method of accounting 
that could be carried through the year at a minimum 
of labor, recording results that would easily be under- 
stood by the interested residents of Grafton County. 
The system of farm accounting developed by the Ex- 
tension Service of the University made available 
through the County Farm Bureau and used by many 
of our Grafton County farmers, was adopted. The 
month by month details may be studied at the farm 
by anyone interested, the yearly totals included in this 
report being sufficient to show the result of the opera- 
tions of the farm for the year 1932. The prices used 
were the prevailing wholesale prices for similar pro- 
ducts in the Woodsville Market. The inventories were 
those of the Commissioners of the County made on 
January 1, 1982, and. January 1, 1983. Cash Income 
represents the receipts from the sale of surplus pro- 
ducts.

A reasonable study of the Commissioners’ reports 
of the ten New Hampshire counties indicates that this 
is the first attempt of any county to segregate Farm 
and Institution affairs and set up a permanent system 
of farm accounting and farm values. 


We recommend the continuance of this work, be- 
lieving that the annual results disclosed will have a 
definite value to the Commissioners and the Super- 
intendent in the discharge of their duties as well as 
presenting to the County a definite financial statement. 

The construction of a new cement manure pit has 
materially increased the benefit to farm lands of this 
by-product. 


It is our opinion that the result of the year 1932, 
which has been the worst farming year in more than a 
decade, definitely proves that in any normal year the 
farm is a definite asset to Grafton County; and we fur- 
ther believe that the natural increase of the herd in 
1933, due to the freshening of 25 heifers, will be not 
only an increased capital value but a greater annual 
profit for the County. 


We Recommend 


1. That the definite rotation of crops already 
adopted be continued with the annual addition 
of such legume crops as will make a definite 
saving in feed expense. 

2. That in anticipation of an increased herd 
there should be cultivation of suitable crops on 
the island, notwithstanding the possible dan- 
ger from high water. 

3. An exchange of bulls with other county and 
state institutions in an effort to improve mu-

tually the herds in such institutions at less 
cash expense for bulls. 

The sale of pure bred bull calves to farmers 
of Grafton County at a nominal price as a 
means of improving generally the herds of the 
County. 

The sale of pigs for the same reasons as rec- 
ommended in the sale of calves. 

The keeping of a Permanent Inventory Book 
where a record of annual additions to live- 
stock, equipment, and definite depreciations 
shall be made yearly. 

Consideration as to whether quantity buying 
of seed, fertilizer, stock feed, etc., in coopera- 
tion with other counties or neighboring farm- 
ers would result in a saving to the county. 

As desirable, uniform valuations in all county 
inventories, and to that end suggest that our 
Commissioners take the initiative in an at- 
tempt to establish a common appraiser for all 
counties in the state and all state institutions 
of like character. 

That whenever practicable the County Farm 
Management and the Farm Bureau shall co- 
operate in any experimental work, the devel- 
opment of which promises to be of financial 
benefit to the farmers of our County.
